A UFO researcher is 
studying video film of an

The footage was taken 
last week by a couple who 
saw an object low in the 
sky above Camelon. in 
Falkirk - just a few miles 
from Bonnybridge, which 
is reputed to be Scotland’s 
capital for UFO sightings. 

Ron Halliday. a UFO re¬ 
searcher at the Univereitv 
of Stirling, said; "It Is the 
best and clearest video 
footage I have every seen 
and 1 have examined a lot. 

“It was taken in daylight 
against clear blue sky and 
you get a very good view 
of the object." 

The Aim was taken by 
Barry McDonald. 27. and 
bis girlfriend Jane Adam¬ 


son, 23. at around 6.30pm 
last Wednesday. The cou¬ 
ple were travelling from 
their home in the Falkirk 
area when they spotted 
something in the sl^.

IT HAD all the inEredienis of 
a case for The X-Files.

A spokesman for the RAF 
said space debris was unlike¬ 
ly as space-tracking radar 
had drawn a blank. A spokes¬ 
man said: "We are sure there 
is nothing there."

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Daylight video of 
UFO ‘tremendous’ 


MORE evidence of 
UDexplalned activity in 
the sky above the Bon- 
nybridge area was 
revealed last night. 
UFO experts described 
the latest video footage 
as '‘tremendous'’. 

Mr Barry McDonald. 
27, and his girlfriend 
Jane Adamson. 23. saw 
the object low in the sky 
above Camelon. F alkir k, 
a few miles from Bonny- 
bridge, the UK’s UFO 
Mecca. 

They were travelling 
from their home in Hall- 
glen. Falkirk, at 6.40pm 
last Wednesday, when 
Mr McDonald braked 
suddenly. 

Ms Adamson, due to 
have a baby next week, 
said: "We saw this 
weird object In the sky. 
I got such a flight. I 
thought I was going to 
give birth.” 

Mr McDonald said: 
“We saw a bright light 
low in the sky ahead of 
us. We watched it for 
about 20 minutes. Then 


I remembered I bad my 
camcorder in the car 
boot. 

"The object was white 
at first and stationary. 
Then it changed shape 
into a saucer-type 
appearance and became 
an orange colour. I 
filmed it on tape for 
about half a minute. It 
then turned white again 
and vanished from the 
sky.” 

UFO researcher Ron 
HalUday, of Stirling Uni¬ 
versity. said: “The 
footage is tremendous. 
We can see the object 
clearly. It shows a 
orange-coloured saucer- 
shape which then 
changes to white against 
a bright blue sky. 

“It’s by far the best 
bit of daylight film of a 
UFO that I have seen.” 

A spokesman at Scot¬ 
tish Air Trafic Control 
HQ in Prestwick said they 
had no reports of any 
unusual activity in the 
Falkirk area at the time 
of the latest sighting.

The UFO watchers are mystified 
bv the flood of calls to their hotline. 

The Newcastle-based Probare 
Institute, which catalogues and 
investigates sightings, says a sphere- 
shaped object was spotted going out 
to sea at Sunderland. 

Sighungs have included two in 
Jarrow and one in South Shields, 
ranging from flashing lights in the 
skv to large hovering objects.

The institute receives on average 
three or four reports a week. 

“We take a sceptical view of 
stories", said spokesman John 
Russell. 

“People are convinced about what 
they have seen, but our job is to look 
at the facts carefully and 
obiecnvclv.' 

“The vast majoniy of sightings 
can be explained as weather ball¬ 
oons. unusual cloud formations, 
optical illusions. Jupiter or hoaxes." 

The Probare Institute is an indep¬ 
endent organisation founded in 
1988 by a group of graduate 
physicists and engineers. 

Over the past two vears they have 
been collectina siausties into UFOs. 
Thev will publish their findings in a 
repon later this year. 

"There is absolutely no evidence 
of sightings" added Mr Russell.
